Election/Restrictions 



Applicant's election with traverse of of the election in Paper No. 8 is 
acknowledged. This is not found persuasive because no grounds were provided. It is 
noted that claims 39-43 are included with the none elected invention since they were 
inadvertently disregarded in the election requirement mailed 10-03-03 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 8-14, 22-28, 39-43 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected ***, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper 
No. ***.

Claims 29-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pless 
et al. USPN 5,131,388. Pless et al. teaches a capacitor with anode plates that are 
thicker than the cathode plates (column 3 lines 30-44) in a defrillator that uses a lead to 



States. 
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deliver pulses. Due to the thicker edges, the over all surface area is greater than the 
cathode plates. Applicant's claims 30 and 35 appear to be an intended use limitation 
since the edges near the first electrode do not appear to be positively recited and 
therefore to not impart any structure. Otherwise, the examiner considers the wires 31 to 
be apart of the electrodes and mate near the edges of the housing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-7, 15-21 are allowed.
